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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the specie of Figure 2 in the reply filed on 
4/17/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claim 1 is generic. This 
is not found persuasive because claim 1 is not generic becasue it doesn't encompass 
for example the housing of Figure 5. Claim 1 is sub generic at best. However the 
argument appears to be moot since the remaining claims to the other species have 
been canceled. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 16-19 have been renumbered 13-16. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the drawings must be 
properly cross hatched to reflect the plastic material claimed in claim 1 1 must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Fay '975. 

Applicants are advised that the expression "for chromatographic systems" or 'for 
collecting liquid phase from a chromatographic mobile phase flow stream is considered 
to be no more than a statement of intended use which is not considered to distinguish 
the structure claimed over the structure of Fay. 

Fay teaches a collection vessel at 12 with and extender at 24, both having a 
mouth and being made of plastic material claimed. 
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6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Forrer et al '347. 

To have used a threaded connection for secure attachment in the manner taught 
by Forrer et al would have been obvious. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other container extenders.
